To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  17th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

The  general  death  rate  shows  a  reduction  from  14.27  per  1,000 
in  1927  to  13.90.  Onlv  two  lower  death  rates  have  been  recorded, 
viz.  :  12.82  in  1926  and  13.30  in  1921. 

The  birth  rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  viz.,  13.02,  a 
reduction  of  .66  per  1,000  compared  with  the  rate  for  the  previous 
year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  90  per  1,000  births,  which  is  11 
per  1,000  more  than  that  of  1927.  This  is  the  hig-hest  rate 
recorded  for  the  last  five  years. 

Cancer  continues  each  year  to  claim  a  greater  number  of 
victims.  The  death  rate  from  this  cause  during-  1928  was  1.49 
per  1,000,  compared  with  a  rate  of  1.35  for  1927  and  1.20  for  1921). 

The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  shows  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  0.16  per  1,000  on  last  year’s  fig-ures  and  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  only,  a  reduction  of  .09  per  1,000. 

The  maternal  deaths  numbered  7,  i.e.,  one  for  every  106 
births,  compared  with  3,  or  one  for  every  259  births,  in  the 
previous  year. 
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During  the  year  the  Ante-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
have  been  removed  from  John  Street  to  the  Wylde,  so  that  now, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Wood  Street  Clinic,  all  (including  the 
School  Clinics)  are  under  one  roof. 

The  work  of  conversion  to  the  Water  Carriage  System  has 
been  continued,  and  a  reference  to  pages  22  and  23  of  this  report 
will  show  that  the  work  (as  far  as  sewer  accommodation  and 
water  supply  permit)  is  almost  completed. 

An  outbreak  of  Smallpox  of  a  mild  type  occurred  during  the 
year,  and  in  all  51  cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  outbreak  again  goes  to  prove  the  efficacy  of  vaccina¬ 
tion.  Every  case  under  45  years  of  age  was  unvaccinated,  and 
none  of  those  of  45  and  over  had  been  vaccinated  since  infancy. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  all  those 
who  have  assisted  me  in  the  compilation  of  this  report,  to  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  to  you,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  for  your  sympathy  and  co-operation.

Bury  is  an  industrial  town,  the  chief  occupations  being  the 
making  of  textile  goods,  machinery,  paper,  and  felt  hats. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  any  of  these  occupations  are  unduly 
harmful  to  the  workers. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — At  the  Census  of  1921  the  population  of  Bury 
was  returned  as  56,403  (26,162  males,  30,241  females).  The 
Registrar-General  has  given  the  estimated  population  at  the  middle 
of  1928  as  57,160.  This  figure  is  reduced  by  the  exclusion  of 
non-civilians,  estimated  at  250,  to  a  net  figure  of  56,910,  on  which 
the  various  death  rates  in  this  report  have  been  calculated. 

Births. — During'  the  year  744  births  were  registered  in  the 
Borough,  returning'  a  birth  rate  of  13.02  per  1,000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.7.  The  births 
comprised  393  males  and  351  females.  The  illegitimate  births 
numbered  41,  and  were  5.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 


Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1928  was  938.  This  number  includes  the  deaths 
of  187  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  Boroug'h.  Forty  Bury 
residents  died  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  corrected 
number  after  deduction  of  the  former  deaths  and  addition  of  the 
latter  was  791  (402  males,  389  females) ,  being  at  the  rate  of  13.90 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.7. 

Infantile  Mortality. — During  the  year  67  deaths  occurred  in 
children  under  one  year  of  age.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
90  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  79  per  1,000  in  the  previous 
year.  The  rate  of  mortality  among  male  children  was  102  per 
1,000,  and  among  lemales  77  per  1,000.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  65  per  1,000  births,  and  in  the 
107  great  towns  it  was  70  per  1,000.  The  table  on  page  13  shows 
the  number  of  deaths  in  the  various  age  groups  up  to  one  year.

Child  Mortality  . — During  the  year  there  were  23  deaths  (2.91 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths)  of  children  between  the  ages  of  1 
and  5  years.  Of  these  deaths  ten  were  due  to  Pneumonia  (all 
forms),  3  to  Diphtheria,  2  to  Bronchitis,  and  one  to  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever. 

Uncertified  Deaths. — Fifty-seven  deaths  were  the  subject  of 
a  coroner's  enquiry,  and  9  deaths  were  registered  without  being 
certified  by  a  doctor  or  the  coroner. 

Causes  Of  Death. — The  causes  of  death  classified  according  , 
to  age  and  Ward  are  shown  in  the  tables  on  page  11.  Heart 
D  iseases  is  the  heading  under  which  the  highest  number  of  deaths, 
176,  are  classified.  Apoplexy  and  Cancer  were  each  responsible 
for  85  deaths,  whilst  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  and  Bronchitis  were 
responsible  for  77  and  63  respectively.  Various  forms  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  the^ause  of  49  deaths,  or  6.2  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths.  Of  the  epidemic  diseases,  7  deaths  were  due  to 
Diphtheria. 


Cancer. — The  85  deaths  (10.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths 
and  equal  to  a  mortality  rate  of  1.49  per  1,000  of  the  population) 
registered  as  due  to  various  forms  of  malignant  disease  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  as  compared 
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with  the  two  previous  years.  The  figures  for  the  past  10  years

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  Provided  or  Subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

A.  (1)  Fever. — Infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the  Florence 
Nightingale  Hospital,  an  institution  under  the  control  of  the  Bury 
and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board.  This  hospital  is  situated  off 
Bolton  Road,  and  has  accommodation  for  96  patients. 

(2)  Smallpox. — The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Ainsworth  is  also 
under  the  control  of  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board, 
and  any  cases  arising  in  the  Borough  are  sent  there  for  treatment. 

B.  (1)  Tuberculosis. — Cases  of  Tuberculosis  from  the 
Borough  are  treated  at  the  Aitken  Sanatorium,  Holcombe,  near 
Bury,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Bury  and  District  Joint 
Hospital  Board.  Twenty  beds  (12  for  males  and  8  for  females) 
are  reserved  for  patients  from  Bury.  An  agreement  has  been 
entered  into  with  the  Board  of  the  Bury  Infirmary  under  which 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  that  Institu¬ 
tion. 


(2)  Maternity. — An  agreement  has  been  made  with  the 
Guardians  of  the  Bury  Union  to  treat  Maternity  .cases  at  their 
hospital,  the  Corporation  being  responsible  for  their  maintenance, 
and  recovering  where  possible  the  cost  or  a  portion  thereof. 

Cases  of  complicated  labour  are  treated  at  the  Bury  Infirmary, 
at  which  Institution  the  Health  Committee  retain  one  bed  by 
agreement  for  the  treatment  of  emergency  cases. 

(3)  Children. — The  Local  Authority  has  not  provided  any 
hospital  accommodation  for  children.  There  is,  however,  a  large 
children’s  ward  at  the  Bury  Infirmary. 

(4)  Orthopedic. — No  arrangements  were  made  tor  Ortho¬ 
paedic  treatment  in  1928.  In  1929,  however,  a  scheme  will  come 
into  force  under  which  children  of  school  ag'e  and  under  will 
receive  treatment  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  s  scheme. 
Further  particulars  will  be  given  in  the  next  report. 
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Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate 
Infants,  and  Homeless  Children. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  in  the  area  for  unmarried 
mothers  or  illegitimate  infants.  The  St.  Mary’s  Home,  Duke 
Street,  provides  accommodation  for  twenty-one  homeless  females. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. — The  Bury  and  District  Joint 
Hospital  Board  own  three  motor  ambulances,  which  are  used  for 
the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. — The  Cor¬ 
poration  also  own  two  motor  ambulances  which  are  used  for  the 
removal  of  accident  cases  and  cases  of  serious  illness  requiring 
hospital  treatment.

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Bury  Branch 
of  the  Queen’s  Nurses  whereby,  at  the  request  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Measles  and 
German  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  and 
Poliomyelitis,  are  visited  and  treated  by  the  Nurses.  The  charge 
for  this  visiting-  is  as  follows  : — For  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neona¬ 
torum,  Whooping-  Cough,  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  and  Poliomyelitis 
6d.  per  visit,  for  cases  of  Measles  and  German  Measles  £1  Is.

No  practising  midwives  are  employed,  or  subsidised,  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

The  number  of  Midwives  practising  in  the  Area  during  1928 
was  twenty-nine.  Of  these,  twenty-four  resided  in  the  Borough 
(eight  being  nurses  at  the  Poor  Law  Institution).  Twenty-five 
midwives  have  obtained  the  certificate  by  examination,  the  rest 
having  been  in  practice  before  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

Maternity  Homes  and  Nursing  Homes. 

Three  Maternity  Homes  are  registered  in  the  Borough  under 
the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927,  which  came  into 
operation  on  1st  July,  1928.  These  Homes  had  been  registered 
under  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act,  1926,  two  having 
been  registered  in  previous  years  and  one  during  the  year  under 
review  prior  to  the  repealing  of  the  1926  Act.  Under  the  Nursing 
Homes  Registration  Act  one  application  for  registration  has  been 
received.  The  applicant  was  one  of  the  three  persons  previously 
registered  under  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act,  and  the 
application  was  granted.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  natural  drainage  of  the  area 
is  distinctly  good  in  consequence  of  the  easy  fall  to  the  streams 
and  the  River^Irwell  and  Roach,  and  the  whole  district  may  be 
said  to  be  free  from  any  liability  to  flooding.  The  conditions 
previously  mentioned  have  enabled  an  efficient  sewerage  system 
to  be  built  up  which  has  proved  ample  for  all  portions  of  the  area. 

As  all  sewers  are  laid  by  the  Corporation  and  their  cost  is 
borne  by  the  Sewer  Rate  Account,  the  standard  of  construction  is 
high,  and  provision  is  made  for  adjoining  developments. 
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With  the  exception  of  a  small  outlying  district  where  the 
sewage  is  dealt  with  at  a  small  works,  the  whole  of  the  sewage 
of  the  borough  which  is  of  a  complex  nature,  consisting,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  sewage  proper,  of  trade  waste  waters  from  tanneries, 
fellmongers,  wool-scouring,  hatters,  breweries,  and  gas  liquor  is 
conveyed  to  the  Main  Outfall  Sewage  Works  situate  at  Blackford 
Bridge. 


The  works  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  screens,  sedimentation 
tanks,  and  storm-water  tanks.  Three  separate  systems  follow  the 
sedimentation  tanks,  i.e.,  one  acre  of  single  contact  beds,  four 
acres  of  percolating  beds,  and  a  unit  on  the  activated  sludge 
process  worked  on  the  surface  aeration  principle.  This  plant 
deals  with  an  average  flow  of  over  700,000  gallons  per  day.  One 
and  a  half  acres  of  contact  beds  have  been  converted  to  percolating 
beds  and  one  half-acre  second  contact  bed  has  been  converted  into 
a  humus  tank  of  408,000  gallons  capacity.  These  alterations  have 
been  carried  out  to  deal  with  the  extra  duty  imposed  on  the  works 
by  the  admission  of  spent  ammoniacal  liquor  from  the  gas  works, 
but  this  has  not  been  found  sufficient,  and  a  further  scheme  of 
extension  is  at  present  under  consideration.  The  whole  of  the 
effluents  from  the  three  systems  join  together  in  the  main  outlet 
channel  before  discharging  into  the  River  Irwell.  A  complete 
sludge  plant  is  installed,  but  at  present  the  sludge  is  being 
disposed  of  on  lagoons. 


The  effluent  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee,  whose  inspectors  frequently  visit  the  works. 
During  the  past  year  eight  samples  of  the  effluent  have  been 
taken,  and  six  were  reported  on  as  satisfactory  and  two  as  bad. 


Closet  Accommodation. — The  scheme  of  conversion  to  the 
Water  Carriage  System  entered  upon  three  years  ago  was  almost 
completed  during  the  current  year.  It  was  originally  estimated 
that  there  were  4,230  privy  closets  and  560  pail  closets.  In  a 
number  ol  cases,  however,  conversion  was  out  of  the  question  as 
no  suitable  sewer  was  available.  In  other  cases  there  was  not  a 
sufficient  water  supply. 
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Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  scheme  up  to  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  1928,  3,342  privies,  267  pails,  and  111  waste  water 
closets  have  been  converted  and  84  additional  water  closets  pro¬ 
vided.  The  cost  has  proved  to  be  below  the  estimate. 

In  the  case  of  327  privies  and  200  pails,  no  sewer  accom¬ 
modation  is  available.  The  water  supply  is  insufficient  in  56 
cases,  and  in  9  cases  the  property  is  old  and  will  shortly  be  closed. 

The  following*  tables  give  particulars  of  the  work  carried  out 
during-  the  last  ten  years  and  of  the  sanitary  accommodation 
existing  in  the  Borough  at  the  close  of  1928.

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Schools. — All  the  school  conveniences  in  the  elementary 
schools  in  the  Borough  are  on  the  water-carriage  system,  with

the  exception  of  Birtle,  in  which  case  there  is  no  available  sewer. 
Also  with  the  exception  of  Birtle  there  is  a  constant  supply  of 
town’s  water  in  connection  with  every  school. 

Scavenging. — The  scavenging  of  the  Borough  is  carried  out 
by  the  Cleansing  Committee  and  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Cleansing  Superintendent.

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Smoke  Abatement. —  I  he  limit  of  black  smoke  allowed  in  the 
Borough  is  two  minutes  per  half-hour.  During  the  year  187 
smoke  observations  of  the  mill  chimneys  situated  within  the 
Borough  have  been  taken,  each  being  of  30  minutes’  duration. 
The  aggregate  amount  of  black  smoke  evolved  was  1564  minutes, 
which  is  equal  to  an  average  of  50  seconds  for  each  observation. 
The  time  limit  (2  minutes  in  30)  permitted  by  your  Council  has 
been  exceeded  in  10  instances  by  9  firms,  this  being  equal  to 
5.34  per  cent,  of  the  total  observations  taken,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  black  smoke  emitted  by  these  firms  being  55|  minutes, 
which  is  equal  to  an  average  of  5  minutes  and  30  seconds  for  each 
observation.  The  average  amount  of  black  smoke  emitted  by 
the  chimneys  under  the  limit  was  equal  to  39|  seconds. 

24  firms  equalled  the  limit  of  2  minutes. 

After  the  observation  has  been  made  the  usual  course  has  been 
taken,  viz.,  to  send  a  notification  of  the  amount  of  black  smoke 
emitted  to  the  firm,  and  in  cases  where  the  limit  has  been  exceeded 
the  works  have  been  visited  in  order  to  see  if  there  were  any 
defects  in  the  boilers,  &c. ,  which  may  have  caused  the  nuisance, 
this  course  being  much  appreciated  by  the  owners,  as  it  enables 
them  to  trace  or  check  the  cause  of  the  nuisance.

Common  Lodging-Houses  and  Houses  Let-in-Lodgings. — The 

number  of  common  lodging-houses  is  14,  which  provide  275  beds. 
They  have  been  inspected  at  frequent  intervals,  and  are  kept  in  a 
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satisfactory  manner.  The  number  of  houses  let-in-lodging's  now 
on  the  register  is  27.  161  rooms  in  these  houses  are  let  off  as 

furnished  apartments,  giving  accommodation  for  390  adults  and 
62  children. 

Explosives  Acts. — Sixty-two  persons  were  registered  for  the 
sale  of  explosives  during  the  year  as  required  by  these  Acts,  being 
for  the  sale  of  fireworks  or  mixed  explosives,  &c.  The  sale  of 
fireworks  only  lasts  for  about  two  or  three  weeks,  i.e.,  the  last 
week  in  October  and  the  first  and  second  weeks  in  November. 
During  this  period  the  shops  were  visited,  and  the  fireworks  were 
found  to  be  stored  with  few  exceptions  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  made,  dummy  fireworks  being  exposed  in  the  windows. 
Gunpowder  is  sold  by  the  ironmongers  and  locksmiths,  and  is  kept 
in  safes  in  small  quantities. 

Canal  Boat  Acts,  1877  and  1884.- — The  work  of  inspection  of 
the  canal  boats  is  carried  out  by  Inspector  Kay.  No  boats 
registered  under  the  above  Acts  visited  the  Wharf  at  Bury  Bridge 
during  the  year.  Ten  visits  were  paid  to  the  Wharf. 

Petroleum  Acts. — Under  these  Acts  two  licences  have  been 
granted  for  the  storage  of  benzine  and  benzoline,  ninety-nine  for 
petrol,  and  twenty-two  for  calcium  carbide.  In  all  cases  the 
petrol  is.  kept  in  metal  vessels  and  drums  in  properly  constructed 
stores.  The  stores  for  petrol  are  80  underground  tanks,  fitted 
with  pumps,  3  for  storage  in  barrels,  and  17  for  storage  in  two- 
gallon  tins,  one  in  tanks  above  ground  (for  benzine).  The  calcium 
carbide  is  kept  in  metal  vessels  with  airtight  lids,  in  dry  places, 
generally  in  the  shops  and  warehouses.  In  14  cases  the  carbide 
is  used  for  the  generation  of  acetylene  gas  for  welding  and  eight 
for  sale  for  lighting  purposes.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


IVI ilk  Supply. 

The  milk  supply  of  the  Borough  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory. 
82  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  during  the  year 
1928,  and  in  each  case  the  milk  was  found  to  be  genuine  and 
free  from  preservative. 


The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  which  came  into  force  on 
October  1st,  1926,  revoked  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order  of  1885,  1886,  and  1889,  and  all  Regulations  made  there¬ 
under  by  the  Local  Authorities  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  main  provisions  of  those  Orders  and  Regulations  are 
replaced  in  the  present  Order  by  provisions  similar  in  general 
purpose  but  modified  in  accordance  with  the  development  of 
modern  hygienic  knowledge,  greater  stress  being  laid  on  clean¬ 
liness  in  all  operations  connected  with  the  production  and  handling 
of  milk  (including  the  care  of  the  cow)  than  upon  the  structure  of 
the  building. 


The  most  important  of  the  new  provisions  of  the  Order  are 
those  relating  to  the  health  and  inspection  of  Cattle  and  to  the 
handling,  conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk. 


There  are  125  persons  registered  to  sell  milk  by  retail  and 
48  persons  registered  as  producers  or  wholesalers. 

There  is  one  licensed  vendor  of  “  Certified  Milk  ”  and  one 
licensed  vendor  of  “  Grade  A  milk. 
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During-  the  year  samples  of  milk  retailed  in  the  Borough  were 
bacteriologically  examined.  The  following  table  gives  the  results 
of  these  examinations  : —

Other  Foods, 

On  the  whole  the  premises  which  are  used  for  the  preparation, 
&c.,  of  food  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  state.  There 
are  110  bakehouses  in  the  Borough.  These  have  been  kept  under 
observation  and  have  been  well  conducted,  except  that  in  several 
cases  the  occupiers’  attention  has  had  to  be  called  to  the  delay 
in  limewashing. 

Ice  Cream  Manufacturing. 

The  absence  of  compulsory  registration  of  the  ever-growing 
number  of  ice  cream  shops  renders  proper  supervision  difficult. 
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There  are  about  30  ice  cream  makers  in  the  town,  and  their 
premises  have  been  visited  regularly. 

iVSeat. 

The  Public  Abattoir  was  completed  in  the  year  1903,  and  all 
private  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough  were  abolished  the  same 
year. 


The  Abattoir  is  modern  in  every  respect  with  railway  siding 
and  cattle  dock  attached,  so  that  animals  arriving  in  the  Borough 
by  rail  for  slaughter  need  not  be  walked  through  the  street.  The 
lairage  and  slaughtering  capacity  is  ample  and  would,  in  fact,  be 
capable  of  dealing  with  three  or  four  times  the  present  number.

I r  was  also  found  necessary  to  condemn  and  destroy  (for 
causes  other  than  Tuberculosis)  the  entire  carcases  and  organs  of 
1  beast,  80  sheep,  5  pigs,  and  1  calf. 


On  two  occasions  the  Inspector  has  been  called  upon  to 
examine  carcases  slaughtered  in  emergency.  In  both  cases  the 
carcases  and  organs  were  surrendered  and  destroyed. 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  was 
34,728.  The  amount  of  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  was  22,657-lbs.,  this  being  destroyed  at  the  Town’s 
Yard,  Fernhill,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cleansing 
^superintendent. 


During  the  year  the  butchers’  shops,  fish  shops,  markets  and 
food  preparing  places,  &c.,  have  been  constantly  kept  under  super¬ 
vision,  regular  and  frequent  visits  having  been  paid  to  same,  the 
meat,  fish,  &c. ,  coming  under  observation  having,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  been  satisfactory. 


One  person  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £27  for  being  in 
possession  of  unsound  meat  deposited  for  sale.

The  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  genuine,  clean,  free 
from  preservatives,  and  of  good  average  quality. 

The  samples  of  cream,  butter,  sausage,  bacon,  tinned  and 
potted  meats  and  salmon,  peas  and  bottled  fruits  were  free  from 
objectionable  preservatives  and  were  clean  and  sweet.  The 
samples  of  jam  were  mixed  with  apple  pulp,  but  in  each  case 
the  admixture  was  declared  in  very  small  type  upon  the  labels. 

The  condensed  milks  were  found  to  be  of  standard  quality  and 
were  properly  labelled  as  required  by  the  Regulations. 

The  samples  of  Beer  were  free  from  arsenic,  and  the  Spirits 
were  all  of  legal  strength. 

The  samples  of  the  various  Drugs  were  of  standard  qualities 
and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  British  Pharma¬ 
copoeia.

DISEASE. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year  was  678.  Details  of  these  notifications  are  given  in 
Table  A  on  page  50.

Zymotic  Disease  Deaths. — There  were  eleven  deaths  from  the 
seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  Smallpox,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diarrhoea,  and  Fever 
(Typhoid,  Enteric  and  Typhus).  This  is  a  death  rate  of  0.19  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 


smafipox. — An  outbreak  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  the  first  case  being*  notified  on  March  12th.  The 
patient  was  a  woman  who  had  visited  a  relative  in  another  town 
and  had  come  in  contact  with  a  boy  who  was  in  the  house  suffering 
from  Smallpox  at  the  time  of  her  visit.  This  woman  had  not 
been  well  for  some  time,  and  did  not  go  out  after  her  return  home. 
Consequently  there  was  no  spread  of  infection.  On  March  20th 
to  22nd,  however,  14  more  cases,  apparently  from  altogether 
different  sources,  were  discovered  in  the  Bolton  Road  and 
Walmersley  districts.  The  majority  of  these  had  been  thought 
to  be  Chicken-pox  and  no  doctor  had  been  called  in.  The 
epidemic  continued  until  October  6th,  when  the  last  case  was 
notified.  The  total  number  of  cases  was  51,  and  the  vast  majority 
of  them  were  of  the  mild  type  that  has  been  prevalent  in  this 
country  tor  the  last  few  years.  There  were  no  deaths,  although 
one  patient,  an  unvaccinated  adult,  was  seriously  ill  for  a  time.

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The  outbreak  clearly  demonstrated  the  efficacy  of  vaccination 
as  a  preventative  of  Smallpox.  Of  the  51  cases  notified,  39  were 
unvaccinated  and  12  were  vaccinated. 

The  vaccinated  cases  were,  in  every  instance,  adults  over  the 
age  of  45  and  had  not  been  vaccinated  since  infancy. 

All  the  cases  were  treated  at  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital. 

Owing  to  the  widespread  nature  of  the  epidemic  it  was 
decided  to  close  all  the  schools  in  the  Borough.  Children  under 
the  age  of  10  were  not  allowed  to  attend  theatres  and  cinemas.

— The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified 
during  1928  was  94,  as  compared  with  81  during  the  year  1927, 
an  increase  of  18.  Of  the  94  cases  notified,  89,  or  94  per  cent., 
were  removed  to  Hospital.  Death  occurred  in  seven  cases,  a  case 
mortality  of  7.4  per  cent.

Enteric  Fever. — Three  eases  of  Enteric  Fever  (including-  one 
notified  as  Para-typhoid  B)  were  notified  during-  1928.  This  was 
the  first  year  since  1924  in  which  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
notified  in  the  Borough. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Three  cases  of 
Puerperal  Fever,  one  of  which  proved  fatal,  and  three  cases  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia,  were  notified  during  the  year.  Of  the  six  cases 
notified,  two  were  removed  to  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital, 
one  was  notified  from,  and  treated  at,  the  Union  Institution,  and 
three  were  treated  at  home. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — No  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  during  1928,  as  compared  with  3  in  1927. 


Pneumonia. — The  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified 
during  the  year  was  91,  as  compared  with  164  in  1927.  During 
the  same  period  77  deaths  were  certified  as  being  due  to  Pneumonia 
(all  forms).  ««► 

Chicken-Pox. — 309  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received, 
as  compared  with  270  in  1927. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — One  case  (which  proved  fatal)  of  this 
disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 
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Poliomyelitis. — One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during 
1928.  The  patient,  a  boy  of  12  years,  recovered. 

Influenza. — During-  the  year  1928  Influenza  was  not  as 
prevalent  in  the  Borough  as  in  previous  years.  As  this  is  a  non- 
notifiable  infectious  disease  definite  information  of  its  extent 
cannot  be  given.  In  1928  only  8  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to 
Influenza,  as  compared  with  34  in  1927,  and  an  average  of  26  for 
the  five  vears  1923-1927. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Seven  notifications  were  received 
during  1928.

Disinfection. 

The  disinfection  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  which  has  been 
exposed  to  infection,  is  carried  out  by  the  Bury  and  District  Joint 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital.  Infected 
premises  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department.  The  following 
is  a  summary  of  disinfection  carried  out  during  the  year: — 


212  rooms  in  212  houses  were  disinfected  with  the  fumes  of 
either  sulphur  or  formaldehyde,  and  the  walls  of  509  rooms  in  212 
houses  sprayed  with  a  solution  of  formalin,  after  the  occurrence 
in  the  houses  of  a  case  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox  204  rooms  in  51  houses 
were  fumigated  with  formaldehyde. 
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Disinfection  is  also  carried  out  after  the  occurrence  of  deaths 
or  the  removal  of  cases  of  Phthisis,  and  in  this  connection  29 
rooms  in  29  houses  have  been  fumigated  and  the  walls  of  58 
rooms  in  29  houses  sprayed. 

Four  rooms  in  two  houses  have  also  been  disinfected  after 
Cancer  deaths. 

All  the  schools  in  the  Borough  were  disinfected  during  the 
period  of  closure  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Smallpox.  In 
addition,  four  schools  were  disinfected  again  later  in  the  year  after 
the  occurrence  among  the  scholars  of  other  infectious  diseases. 

Four  parcels  of  infected  clothing  and  174  sets  of  infected 
bedding  have  been  disinfected  by  steam.

The  death  rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  per  1,000  of  ti 
population  was  0.72,  and  the  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuber 
culosis  was  0.86.  Last  year  the  rates  were  0.81  per  1,000  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  1.02  from  all  forms. 

Of  the  43  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  40  had  been 
notified  by  general  practitioners,  and  the  6  cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  which  died  had  all  been  previously 
notified.  In  no  case  was  there  any  evidence  of  wilful  neglect  or 
refusal  to  notify. 
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Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925. — No  case  of  Tuberculosis  among  employers  in  the  milk 
trade  was  notified  during'  the  year,  no  action  in  this  respect, 
therefore,  being-  necessary. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62.  — It  has  not  been  neces¬ 
sary  in  any  case  to  apply  for  an  order  for  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  during'  the  year. 


Tuberculosis  Schemes. — Institutional  treatment  is  given  to 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  at  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital 
Board’s  Institution  (the  Aitken  Sanatorium  at  Holcombe,  near 
Bury),  the  Bury  Infirmary,  and  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Hospital  for  Skin  Diseases.  Cases  are  also  sent  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Shropshire  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Hospital,  Oswestry,  and  the  King-  Edward  VII.  Children’s 
Hospital,  Sheffield.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


The  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  is  held  twice 
weekly  at  the  Joint  Clinics,  The  Wylde — Tuesday,  6-30  p.m.  to 
8-30  p.m.,  for  females,  and  Friday,  6-30  to  8-30  p.m.,  for  males. 
The  officer  in  charge  is  Dr.  J.  Holker,  of  Manchester. 

The  accommodation,  which  was  improved  and  enlarged 
during-  the  structural  alterations  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary, 
consists  of  two  dressing"  rooms,  male  and  female  examination 
rooms,  laboratory,  doctors’  room  and  waiting'  room. 

The  total  number  of  out-patient  attendances  at  the  Clinic 
during"  each  of  the  past  five  years  has  shown  little  variation,  the 
yearly  average  being"  2,040  attendances,  so  that  it  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  make  any  material  alteration  in  the  arrange¬ 
ments  since  the  inception  of  the  Clinics. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  have  been  kept  informed 
of  the  facilities  provided  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
Venereal  Disease. 

The  number  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  who  are 
qualified  to  receive  free  supplies  of  Arsenobenzol  compounds  is 
four. 


During  the  year  specimens  of  blood  for  the  Wasserman  test

With  regard  to  these  examinations,  Dr.  Holker  points  out 
that  there  appears  to  be  an  increasing  tendency  for  the  Bury 
Infirmary  and  for  practitioners  in  Bury  to  have  Wasserman 
reactions  done  independently  of  the  V.D.  Department.  This  is 
satisfactory  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  unfortunately  blood  tests  are 
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sometimes  taken  when  a  microscopical  examination  is  indicated. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  a  microscopical  examination  can  be 
made  at  the  clinic  in  the  very  early  stages  of  the  disease,  and  a 
diagnosis  made  at  once;  whereas  the  blood  test  is  not  of  use  until 
several  weeks  after  infection,  and  the  result  of  any  test  is  not 
reported  for  several  days.  Valuable  time  is  thus  lost  in  not  using' 
the  microscopical  method,  for  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
earlier  the  treatment  begins  the  better  and  more  certain  the 
results.  It  is,  comparatively,  a  simple  matter  to  obtain  satisfac¬ 
tory  results  when  a  case  is  treated  before  the  blood  becomes 
positive  to  the  Wasserman  reaction.  If  the  blood  has  become 
positive,  and  especially  if  it  has  become  strongly  positive,  long 
and  costly  treatment  is  usually  necessary.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Maternal  Mortality. — During  the  year  seven  deaths  occurred 
during  pregnancy  or  parturition.  One  of  these  was  due  to 
Puerperal  Fever.  All  the  deaths  occurred  in  Institutions,  there 
being  five  at  the  Bury  Infirmary,  one  at  the  Jericho  Union  Institu¬ 
tion  and  one  at  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital. 

This  gives  one  maternal  death  for  every  106  births,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  one  maternal  death  for  every  259  births  during  the 
preceding  year.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  the  number 
of  deaths  in  childbirth,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  now  being 
carried  out  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  will  have  an  appreciable 
influence. 

Where  a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurs  in  the  practice  of  a 
midwife  a  thorough  disinfection  of  her  person,  clothing,  and 
appliances  is  carried  out.  * 

Arrangements  for  Attending  to  the  Health  of  Children  under  Five 
Years  of  Age  and  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  of  1907  the  notification 
of  every  birth,  within  a  period  of  36  hours,  is  made  compulsory. 
These  notifications  are  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  immediately  on  their  receipt  a  health  visitor  calls  at  the  home 
and  makes  certain  enquiries  as  to  surroundings,  food,  &c.  If  no 
doctor  is  in  attendance  the  health  visitor  advises  the  mother  on 
various  points  of  hygiene,  &c.  Periodical  visits  are  made, 
diminishing  in  frequency  until  the  child  attains  the  age  of  five 
years,  when  it  comes  under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer. 

The  above  Act  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Council 
held  on  February  8th,  1908,  and  the  consent  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  having  been  obtained,  came  into  operation  on  April 
8th,  1908.  The  Act  was,  however,  extended  to  all  districts  on 
September  1st,  1915. 

Under  the  Act,  741  births  were  notified,  543  being  notified  by 
midwives,  182  by  medical  practitioners,  and  16  by  parents  or

other  persons.  Of  the  total  number  of  births  notified,  39  were 
returned  as  being'  “  still-born,”  of  which  23  were  notified  by 
mid  wives  and  16  by  medical  practitioners. 

From  the  table  on  page  66  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year 
a  total  of  12,168  routine  visits  and  re-visits  have  been  paid  to  the 
homes  of  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Consultation  and  Treatment  Centres. — At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  under  review  two  consultation  centres  (at  12,  John  Street, 
and  at  Wood  Street  School,  Elton)  were  in  operation.  The  John 
Street  premises  were  closed  at  the  end  of  September,  and  the 
work  transferred  to  The  Wylde.  Here  the  accommodation  pro¬ 
vided  for  Infant  Welfare  work  is  far  superior  to  that  at  the  old 
premises,  and  consists  of  a  consulting  room  with  waiting  room 
and  dressing'  room  adjoining,  a  weighing  room,  records  room, 
shop,  waiting  hall  with  tea  counter  and  electric  water  boiler, 
visitors’  and  staff  lavatories,  and  a  perambulator  shed.  Clinics 
are  held  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  and  a  medical 
officer  attends  at  each  session.  The  work  of  the  Wood  Street 
School  Centre  has  continued  as  before.  This  Centre  is  open  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  only,  and  a  medical  officer  attends  each 
alternate  week. 

Each  child  attending  a  centre  is  weighed  weekly,  and  charts 
of  the  weights  and  medical  records  of  the  health  of  the  children 
are  kept.  Cases  which  require  medical  treatment  are  referred  to 
their  own  medical  attendant.  Advice  is  given  on  feeding'  and 
minor  infantile  disorders. 

During  the  year  784  children,  including  363  new  cases,  made 
5,333  attendances  at  the  John  Street  Centre  (January  to  Septem¬ 
ber  and  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  The  Wylde  (October  to 
December).  At  the  Wood  Street  Centre  172  children,  including 
91  new  cases,  made  1,707  attendances.  The  consultations  by  the 
medical  officer  numbered  2,222  at  John  Street  and  The  Wylde, 
and  427  at  Wood  Street. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  band  of  voluntary  workers  for  their 
interest  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 
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They  render  invaluable  service  by  taking'  eharg-e  of  the  arrange¬ 
ments  lor  the  sale  of  dried  milk,  virol,  & c.,  and  in  preparing  tea 
for  the  mothers. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. — The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  transferred 
from  John  Street  to  the  Joint  Clinics,  The  Wylde,  at  the  same 
time  as  the  consultation  centre,  and  continues  to  be  held  on  each 
alternate  Wednesday  afternoon.  The  work  of  this  Clinic  was  in 
charge  of  Dr.  Bebbington  up  to  the  time  of  her  resignation  in 
November  and  of  Dr.  Fallon  from  then  until  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  of  the  Clinic  during  1928  : — 

The  number  of  new  cases  was  68,  a  decrease  of  9  on  the 
figures  for  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  consultations  with 
the  doctor,  however,  shows  an  increase  of  6  on  the  previous  year’s 
figures,  241  as  compared  with  285,  so  that  the  average  number 
of  attendances  per  patient  was  more  in  1928  than  in  1927. 

Nineteen  post-natal  cases  attended,  as  compared  with  29  last 

year.

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  connection  with  persons 
attending  the  Clinic. 
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Supply  of  Food  and  Milk. — The  Corporation  has  arranged  for 
the  provision  of  free  milk  (fresh  and  dried)  or  milk  at  half-cost 
to  necessitous  cases  in  which  the  family  income,  according  to 
the  number  of  persons,  comes  within  the  limits  of  the  under¬ 
mentioned  scale.  Free  milk  or  milk  at  a  reduced  cost  is  only 
supplied  to  persons  who  attend  the  Welfare  Centres,  and  in  all 
cases  careful  enquiries  are  made  and  statements  as  to  income 
verified  before  a  grant  is  made.

Ninety-three  signed  applications  for  assistance  were  received. 
In  75  instances  the  applicant’s  family  income  was  found  to  be 
within  the  limits  of  the  above  scale,  and  a  supply  of  milk  was 
granted  free  of  charge.  In  a  further  3  cases  the  family  income 
was  too  high  for  a  free  supply  to  be  granted,  but  was  within  the 
limits  of  the  scale  for  a  grant  at  half-cost.  The  15  remaining 
applications  were  refused  owing  to  the  applicant’s  incomes  being 
above  the  prescribed  amount  for  a  grant  to  be  made. 

Complicated  Cases  of  Labour. — Arrangements  have  been  in 
force  since  June,  1920,  under  which  cases  of  complicated  labour 
are  treated  at  the  Bury  Infirmary.  During  the  year  1928,  22 
patients  were  treated  at  the  Institution,  as  compared  with  13  in 
the  previous  year. 
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Co-ordination  with  the  Schoo!  Medical  Service. — As  the  same 
medical  officers  carry  out  the  child  welfare  work  and  the  work  of 
medical  inspection  of  school  children  there  is  complete  co-ordina¬ 
tion  between  the  two  branches. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Seven  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  were  notified  during-  the  year,  the  rate  per  1,000 
births  being  9.

Pemphigus  Neonatorum. — A  case  of  this  disease,  occurred  in 
the  Moorside  Ward  during  the  year.  The  first  symptoms  were 
apparent  on  the  fourth  day  after  birth,  when  a  doctor  was  called 
in.  The  disease  became  progressive,  but  improved  with  treat¬ 
ment,  and  the  child  is  now  fully  recovered.  The  midwife  in 
attendance  was  disinfected,  as  also  were  her  clothing  and  appli¬ 


ances.
